Threatened to Arrest Him,

hie resignation. He stated in doing 
60 that he would withhotd it for a 
few days. Alderman’ McKinley's ob- 
Sect in withdrawing his resignation 
Was in order that he could be present 
at the meeting of the city council, 
called for this evening, in order to 
again protest against the action 
which the council was expected to take 
@t this meeting, namely, to again 
fire Commissioner Bouillon.

L, I, Voligny and Party Wil Resume Work on Securing of Data Dealing 
With the Feusibjiity of Making the River Navigable Between Eamon- 


ton and Winnipeg, and the Gest o 


f the Work—Souandings Will Be Taken 


During Coming Summer Between This City and Grand Rapids. 


That the Saskatchewan river survey 


would be completed during the com-! 


ing season by careful soundings and 
a careful estimate compiled of the 
cost of making the river navigable all 
the’ way from Edmonton to Grand 
Rapids, was the statement of L. R. 
Voligny to the Bulletin this morning. 
Last summer, Mr. Voligny undertook 
to run levels down the Saskatchewan, 
The territory was divided into four 
sections, but winter came ‘on before 
the work could be finished. In con- 
sequence; there are a serious of gaps, 
totalling a hundred and fifty miles. 
These, however, will be covered by a 
party sent out in advance, while the 
attention of the main party will be 
principaly devoted to the sounding.

“I sttongly object to the recipro- 
city agreement, There is no necés- 
sity for such, no general demand for 
it in Canada. Reciprocity will sud- 
denly dislocate Canad:.’s present trade

advantage of the United States. This 
will also have an effect on our trade 
with Great Britain, which is our best 
customer and at present absorbs the 
freater part of our exports,

“It will not tend-advantageously to-

HOVERS OVER FRANCE 


Government of French Republic In- 

1 .wites © Co-operation. With’ Other 
Powrrs to: Sccare | Discustson’ nt 
Hague of the Qoestion of simut- 
tancous Disarmantent, 


Paris, Feb, 23.—Peace advocates 
in the Chamber of Deputies returned 
to the charge today. 

The Socialist deputy, M, Sombat, 
today submitted a motion inviting the 
government to open ‘pour pariers” 
With the powers, particularly Great 
Britain and Germany, with a view 
to the simultaneous limitation § ot 
armaments and meanwhile to sus- 
pend the construction of warships, 
advocated by the Minister of Marine 
on February 21 
M. Pichon opposed this as futile, say- 
ing that the time was not ripe for 
such action and that a step of tnis 
kind would seriously endanger the 
defences of France.

NO ADVANCES IN 
FREIGHT RATES 


Inter-State Commerce Commission 
Disapprovés Advances Pro- 
possd by, Railways. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—Both in. the 
eastern and wégtern rate cases the 
inter-state comméroe, commission to- 
day announced that the railroads are 
not entitled to @my increase in rates, 
The commission ‘deapproved the pro- 
posed advances fh rates and orders 
the carriers by March 16th to with- 
draw the proposed raijway rates leav- 
ing the oid rates in effect, . 

In the so-called south-western cases, 
the commission declines to disturb 
elther the commodity or the class 
rates, thus in effeet authorising the 
advances recently made by the rail- 
roads except as to third, fourth, fifth 
and. sixth classes on which the old 
rates are ordered restored, 

The ‘decision engerly awaited by 
roads: and shippers alike was handad 
down late this afternoon, 

Invotves Over $27,000,000, 

The proposed advances in class 
freights, tn official classification terri- 
tort, aggregating among atl the rail- 
ways mm the ‘territory approximately 
$27,000,000 a year, was disupproved 
by the commission, In the cases in- 
volving the Increases by the railroads 
in western trunk lines territory the 
commission also declined to approve 
the proposed advances in commodity 


ratea. The carriers in both case# 
are required to cancel on or before 
March 10th their advanced tariffs 


and restore their former rates, which 
are the trates now in effect. If this 
requirement be not complied with, 
the commission will issue a formal 
order suspending the proposed ad- 
vances and putting into effect the 
existing rates for at least two years. 


After considering exhaustively the 
whole subject, however, from every 
viewpoint, the commision could not 


see its way clear to grant any advance 
in rates, although it concedes that, In 
the case of some of the roads, an in- 
creased revenue is needed. 

Not Paying Good Dividends, 

In what js*known as the Bastern 
case, the commission was embarrass- 
ed by the admitted fact that several 
of the lines inthe ‘territory were not 
paying good dividends upon existing 
rates, while other carriers in the 
same territory were barely able to 
make both ends meet, 

At the time the tariffs were fled, 
the commission had no authority to 
suspend advances tm rates pending an 
investigation of their reasonableness, 
but, after conferences with the com- 
mission and with President Taft, the 
railway officials agreed voluntarily 
to extend the rates until August Ist 
and in the meantime, on June 18th, 
the present law was passed giving the 
commission power to suspend the 
rates. Subsequently, the proposed 
tariffs again were suspended volun- 
tarily, first until ‘November 11 and 
later unt February Ist, 1911, The 
commission foind itself unable physi- 
cally to conclude its consideration of 
the cases by February Ist and again 
the rates were suspended until March 
16th. 

In withholding finaly ite approval 
of the proposed increases, the com- 
migsion holds—and its deciston in both 
the Eastern and Western cases was 
unanimous—that the carriers did not, 
in the’ proceedings, sustain what the 
law imposes upon them, t.e., the bur- 
den of. proof. that absolute necessity 
existed for the advances proposed.

vantage to them of being able to 
well in the United States markets 
would be so large that they would 
not consent to raise the tariff against 
United States goods without first mak- 
ing sure that the United States would 
not retaliate by putting a duty on 
Canadien products. In other words, 
that the chance bo re-establish high 
protection in Canada would be 
lessened by the fact that to do so 
would probably result in the Cana- 
dian farmer being again excluded 
from the United States markets, In 
that Mr. Maclean is without doubt 
correct And the farmers of the 
country owe him something for letting 
the vat out of the bag as to why the 


agreement ia so bitterly opposed by 
himself and his party. The advan- 
tage of the agreement to the Cana- 


dian farmer is the thing that excites 
their particular hostility, for that ad- 
vantage destroys their chances of be- 
ing again able to impose a “Ilaman’s 
gallows" tariff on manufactured 
goods brought in from the United 
States. In law the agreement will 
bind neither country, but in practice 
it will tie the hands of the Canadian 
tariff-boosters. So large will be the 
benefits accruing to the Canadian pro- 
ducer of wheat, barley, beef and other 
farm products that any proposal like- 
ly to cut him off again from the mar- 
kets south of the line will arouse his 
prompt and vigorous opposition, And 
as a proposal to increase the duty on 
United States manufactured goods 
would most surely provoke a retaila- 
tory measure and cut the Cana- 
dian farmer out of the United States 
markets, the farmer is pretty certain 
to rise up and smite the proposer of 
such increase with a solid vote. The 
agreement will be permanent, not by 
virtue of treaty obligations, but by 
Virtue of its own inherent merit. It 
will make it practically impossible to 
re-Institute a Dingley tariff in Canada

MR. FOSTER AND THE FARMERS, 


In the Canadian Century for Feb- 
ruary ith, Hon. Geo, E. Foster pub- 
lished an article entitled “The Men 
who came from the West,’ which 
sets out very clearly the standpoint 
from which Mr. Foster views the 
movement for tariff reduction. It 


roes without saving that Mr. Foster's 
viewpoint on tariff matters is the 
Viewpoint of the Opposition. 

The article is reproduced below as 
it appeared in the century: 


“The assumption of the Grain- 
Growers’ deputation that at Ottawa 
it represented the farmers of Can- 
ada, and spoke with their authority, 
will not stand close scrutiny. Neither 
Prince Edward Island nor British 


Cclumbia were in any way represent- 
ed on that body Four were present 
from New Brunswick and Nova Sco- 


tia, but rather in their individual ca- 
pacity than as accredited delegates of 
the strong agricultural interests of 


these provinces. Ontario mustered a 
good-sized contingent, mainly recruit- 
ed from the Grange, an active but 
not over representative association 
There was an absence of authorized 
delegations from the great dairy 
fruit, meat producing and general 
agricultural interests Quebec sent 
scarcely more than a corporal’s guard 
to support the Grain-Growers' de- 
mands, But there were presented, 
if not to the meeting, then later to 
the press, several memorials which 
flatly negatived the proposed tariff 
changes,

West,—the large grain-growers,—and 
that these dictated the policy and 
dominated the proceedings. Dissent 
met with secant courtesy, and the

On the face of it there is 
no evidence that it in any sense re- 
presented the careful opinion of the 
diversified agricultural interests of 
the Dominion, expressed through

As to State Ald. 

“Outside of tariff! matters the de- 
mands formulated were sectional and 
not national, class and not general 
How many of the 100,000 farmers of 
Canada have any interest in or could 


derive any benefit from the inatitu- 
tion by the State of a system for pur- 
chasing, slaughtering and marketing 
in the form of chilled meat the pro- 
duce of the cattle-growers of the 
West, or from the expenditure of 


inillions in establishing and operating 
elevators for the Western grain-grow- 
er, or in building and operating the 
Hudson Bay Railway at an initial ex- 
penditure of 20 to 30 million dollars? 
It ta thing and quite defensible 
to ask aid from the States for each 
of these propositions, but another and 
quite indefensible to present these as 
the demands of the farmers of Can- 
ada When and at what assemblies 
of the farmers of Canada were these 
demands formulated and authorized? 
What Did Elections Show, 

“Coming next to the tariff proposi- 
tions, how does the matter stand? 
They declare in the name of the far- 
mers of Canada for free reciprocal 
trade with the United States, for free 
trade with Britain, and for the com- 
plete elimination of protection in Can- 
ada. This is in essence @xactly what 
the Grits declared for and fought for 
during the eighteen years they were 
in opposition, Did the four general 
elections preceding 1896 prove by the 
poll test that the farmers of Canada 
held this belief? When, after 1896, 
the Liberals, with that record, assum- 
ed office and continued the policy of 
protection, did the @lections of 1900, 
1904 and 1908 show the farmers united 
or active in favour of the old pro-

Does any unpreju- 
diced observer of current sentiment 
belleve that they are today any more 
a unit than before In its favour? IT 
belleve that a majority of the formers 
of Canada are absolutely opposed to 
such a programme, but all that T am 
bound to maintain for the purposes 
of this article is that those who re- 
present them as unanimous in sup- 
port of it have neither the evidence 
of fact nor the warrant of probabil- 
ity.

As to Direct Taxation, 

“They declare that the farmers are 
ready for direct taxation as the basis 
for raising the revenue. What is the 
evidence? We have some doctrin- 
alres and a few academic theorists 
who stand for that method, but there 
is not the slightest practical indica- 
tion that it is favoured by Canadians 
in general and leust of all by the 
farmers, As an idea it has been and 
is now unpalatable to our people, and 


deemed impracticable in a country 
like ours. No aspirant to legislative 


honours has adopted it as his plat- 
form, no party as its rallying cry 
Ine 400,000 tarmers in paciicular ¢ 
the Canadian @levtorate in gener 
would make short work of either can- 
didate or party that would venture to 
appeal to them on the direct taxa- 
tion ery. What education may do 
in a series of years, aided by changed 
ecnditions in population and develop- 
ments, cannot be divined, but ft Is 
safe to say that the present generation 
will not see Dominion revenues raised 
on that basis. Again it is pertinent 
to inquire when and where in as- 
semblies of the farmers of Canada the 
Grain-Growers’ platform as to tariff 
ind direct taxation have been formu- 
lated and approved and delegates au- 
thorized to press therefor? The as- 
sumption that the Ottawa deputation 
war authorized to speak for the farm- 
ers of Canada is a myth, 


Grain Growing and Manufacturing— 
A Contrast. 
“In the speeches and statements of 


the Grain-Growers’ deputation there 
was apparent the feeling that as a 
class they were a more important 
factor in the State than any other 
and that relatively they had not 
been so well treated with that ac- 
corded the manufacturing interests. 
This invites consideration. Contrast 
the grain-grower of the West with 


the manufacturer. The farmer wor- 
ships wheat and ts its wholesale pro- 
ducer. He found the prairies ready 
for him, surveyed, opened up, fit for 
the plow. He paid his fees of $10 
and straightway entered Into posses- 
sion of 160 acres of the finest land in 
the world If he had grown-up sons 
each received his 160 acres for the 
same nominal fee If he wished to 
add further to his possessions he 
could do so for $3 per acre and up- 
ward, 

“Did anyone, anywhere, in any 
age of the world, come into so ready, 
s inexpensive and so valuable a heri- 
tege? Who provided it? The State 
Multiply the acres he possesses at the 
present day valuation per acre and 
you will find that he owns in land 
cppital alone an enormous endow- 
ment running in value from $4,000 
to $12,000—all this practically a free 
gift from the State, 

Made Easy for Him. 

“When the grain-grower went 
thither from Older Canada, the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and else- 
where, he made the journey in com- 
fortable trains, with his family and 
his belongings He found transport 
available to take out to market what- 
ever he raised. He found the tele- 
xraph, the telephone, the post office 
and the mail carrier. Law and order 
typified by a thousand mounted police 
patrols provided security for life and 
property. Who first provided these 
and now maintains them? The State, 
in part or in whole. The land he ob- 
tained was enriched by no labour of 
his, It carried the unearned incre- 
ment of a thousand years, stored up 
ready for use. It was a bank rich 
in deposits, a mine stored with wealth 
All the grain-grower had to do was to 
sow his seed and harvest his crop. 
Earth, air and sunshine, all untaxed,, 
did the rest. Through the medium of 
his crop he has each year drawn up- 
on the deposits in his bank, extract- 
ed a portion of the riches from his 
mine. Has he up to the present or 
does he now give back anything? 
Gr is he yearly impoverishing the 
rich endowment given by the State, 
depleting its fertility, in reality selling 
each yeur a portion of the estate, and 
leading! up to the time ,not very re- 
mote, when he can retire, as much 
richer himself, as the nation is poor- 
er in its real estate and future pro- 
ductive capacity? 

Employment of Labor, 

“As to labour, is it true that the 
grain-grower employs the minimum 
number end for the minimum period 
of the year? Machinery does the 
most of his work and labour the 
keast. When he has done ‘vith the 
few he employs from April te Nov- 
ember, he dismisses them to make 
such shift as they can for the remain- 
ing and hardest part of the year. 

The labour he does employ is sub- 
ject to conditions not most favour- 
able to the labourer himself or the 
up-building of the State, He does 
not employ families and encourage 
home-building. He separates families 
and employs singl. members thereof 
under unhomelike conditions. Where 
are the collections of homes estab- 
lished as an Outcome of the labour 
employed by the grain-growers? 
Would it be saying too much to assert 
that, in comparison with all other 
great interests, the employment given 
by them is the most precarious and 
surrounded with the’ minimum of 
home and social influences? 

Pays Little to the State, 

“In the matter of involuntary taxes 
the gruin-grower, in proportion of 
this wealth, returns less to the State 
revenue than any other class. His 
expensive machinery bears 17 1-2 per 
cent, the lowest of customs rates. 
In comparison with the artisan and 
the industrial worker he has lower 
rent charges, lower living expenses, 
and consumes leas dutiable articles. 

The Manufacturer's Burdens, 

“Now contrast his manufacturing 
brother, His capital investment is 
immensely heavier. He pays higher 
rates on his machinery; it is rela- 
tively more extensive and costly; the 


Y 
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housing and Installation and upkeep 
are expersive, The-State provides 
" 


| him with no storehouge of rich, raw 


material, as it did the grain-crower. | 
For everything he brings out if his 


factory he hag to put in the raw 
material, and on much of this he| 
pays duty to the State, The waste 


and shrinkage in process of manu- 
facturing have to be met, and all his} 
processes are wrought out with the 


accompaniments of constant care, risk 
and cost. In the field of finance and 
cimpetition he leads a more strenuous 
life. 
Makes Work for Many. 

“As a labour employer and home- 
builder he ranks high. In providing 
raw material he pays immense sums 


to the miner, the woodman, the 
waterman and the fleldman. In the 
treatment of his raw material the 


maximum of added value is labour 
cost, Wherever he employs this la- 
hour it is in aggregated form, tends 
to family life, home-building, social 
and educational uplift. Industrial out 
lay Is the great upbuilder of village, 
town and city. 

“In his business there are two 
streams constantly flowing. He atim- 
ulates the production of raw material, 
® stream of which flows continually 
into his place of business. There it 
is worked up, and outward flows a 
continuous stream of finished pro- 
ducts. From the atarting point of the 
raw material into and through his 
processes, and out again to the most 
distant distributing point there is 
constant labour, employment,  car- 
riage and disbursement. In all these 
the contrast with the grain-grower 
is marked. 

Duty and Price. 

“The speakers for the deputation 
assuming what they did not at- 
tempt to prove, viz.: that the duty 
was alWays added to the price, easily 
converted all manufacturers into mil- 
lionaires, and all consumers into vie- 
time of their rapacity. But experience 
does not confirm this assumption. 
The increased output, the internal 
competition and the lowering of price 
by the outside competitor, to meet 
the duty In whole or in part, serve 
as correctives. If it were true, the 
effect of. the duty would be elimin- 
ated, the competitors would be on 
an even keel and the foreigner would 
sell as much as the home producer, 
which js not the case in actual prac- 
tice. A system of protection tends 
at first to add to the price, but this 
enhancement gradually diminishes, 
and in the end tends to cheapened 
production, and all the while is com 
pensated naturally by the greater de- 
velopment of resources, the increas« 
of interchangeable products, the mul 
tiplication of the subsidiary business 
of transport,’ distribution and minfs- 
tration, and the consequent great in- 
crease of diversified labour. 

“And no class is so benefited by 
this growth of population and busi- 
ness as the fariner, whose. hame mar 
ket is thus proportionately enlarged 
History proves that variety of pro- 
duction within a ¢ountry is necessary 
to its best growth and _ prosperity 
The farm and the factory, instead of 
being mutually destructive, are indis- 
pensible partners, Sane thought and 
Wise action counsel friendliness and 
co-operation rather than bitterness 
and antagonism.”

Ottawa, Feb. 23—This was very 
mich of a reciprocity agreement day 
in the Commons. In 80 far aa the 

ing on the resolutions in com- 
mittee was concerned, it was confined 
to Dr. Clark, of Red Deer, Dr. Mol- 
loy, of Provencher, and Richard 
laine, of Peel, two western Liberals 
atid one eastern Consérvative. 


The earlier proceedings of the 
House were, however, marked by a 
number of questions which on two 
or three occasions involved the House 
in discussions and a competition in 
the presentations of petitions, memor- 
idls, etc., for and agninet the Govern- 
meht's proposals, In addition, edii- 
ofials from newspapers were put on 
record, over an hour being taken up 
with this sort of thing. 


Dr, Clark made a strong free trade 
spech and criticised Mr. Foster for 
stiying that there would be a conquest 
of Canada by gifts. He declared that 
afinexation could never be brought 
about except by revolution and that 
there was never in the history of the 
world a revolution which was not pre- 
ceded by discontent. 


Richard Blain, of Peel, argued that 
the Canadian farmer would be better 
off under a continuation of the pre- 
sent conditions. He predicted that 
the throwing open of Canadian mar- 
kéts to Amefican produce would be 
diaastrous. 

Dr. Molloy, of Provencher, dealt 
particularly with the benefits which 
would result to the West under the 
agteement and challenged any pre- 
sent sitting Conservative member to 
contest his constituency with him on 
this issue at the next general election. 

on. Cliffotd Sifton adjourned the 
debate, which will be resumed on 
Tuesday next. 

To Conserve Water Powers, 

When the house met Hon. Frank 
Oliver introduced a bill relating to 
waters of the railway belt in British 
Columbia and the Peace River dis- 
trict. The bill, he said, provides for 
the adjustment of rights in reference 
to these waters pursuant to the re- 
‘cent judgment of the privy council. 
The object, hé said, would be to con- 
sérve the water powers. 

A motion was adopted giving over 
Monday to the Government after 
Tueeday next.

Bradbury, Selkirk, then placed 
on record a mewicnal of the vegeta- 
ble growers of Kiidouin and St. Paul's 
parishes near Winnipeg as well as 
that of Wiinipeg Grain Exchange, 
two thirds of whose members, he sald, 
were supporters of the administra- 
tion. 
Dr. Reid, Grenville, sald he under- 
stood that if the agreement went 
through, butter would come in free 
from Denmark just ads from the Unit- 
ed States and compete with Canadian 
butter. This was made possible un- 
der the favored nation treaties. He 
observed that when the delegation 
of farmers was here neither the Pre- 
miér nor the Finance Minister told 
them that twolve other countries be- 
sides the United States could send 
into Canada their products in com- 
petition with the Canadian farmers. 
When Mr. Fielding had been asked 
the question in the House the other 
day, he had jumped up irritated and 
had not given an answer. He was 
afraid to tell the people the facta. 
The whole tendency was to try to 
deceive the people regarding this 
matter. 

Had Answered Clearly. 
Mr. Fielding said he had answered 
clearly enough. He could not answer 
any clearer. 
Mr. Borden said he certainly could 
not understand it. Mr. Fielding had 
made a statement regarding dutiable 
goods. What he wanted to know was 
if countries affected by the favored 
nation treaty would be able to send 
into Canada free of duty the aame 
gooda that the United States could 
send into Canada free of duty under 
the reciprocity agreement. 
Mr, Fielding remarked that Mr. 
Borden knew perfectly well the effect 
of the favored nation treaties. 
Mr. Borden said he was not satis- 
fled with the answer. He then asked 
Mr. Fielding directly if Argentine 
would be able to send into Canada 
free of duty the products that had 
been placed on ‘the free list between 
Canada and United States. 
Mr. Fielding: “Yes.” 

Mr. Borden Intcrrogating. 
Mr. Borden then asked Mr. Field- 
ing for an answer in each individual 
ease. Reply of the finance minister 
was in the affirmative. 


Mr. Borden next asked if Canadian 
products would be allowed into these 
twelve countries on exactly the same 
terms as their products were to be 
allowed into Canada. 

Mr. Fielding said every country 
made its own tariff laws and no other 
country will get better treatment than 
we will get, 

Mr. Borden said Mr. Fielding’s an 
ewer had been plausible, but not di- 
rect. 

George Taylor, of Leéds, drew the 
attention of Mr. Fielding to a cable 
dispatch from London: which stated 
that Sir Edward Grey in the British 
Commons had said that Ambassador 
Bryce at Washington had not recely- 
ed instructions in regard to the 
United States reciprocity agreemeht. 
He understood that the finance minis- 
ter had informed the House that Mr. 
bryce had been instructed to take part 
in the proceedings and desired to 
know why he had made this state- 
nent, 

The speaker said that Mr. Fielding 
could not make another speech, but 
could feply with the consent of the 
House..

Pays Attention to Foster. 

Dr. Clark continued to speak for 
an hour after recess, He devoted a 
good deal of attention to Mr. Foster, 
whose imperialism he said was of 
the windy and bargaining variety. 
The member for North Toronto now 
showed a disposition to claim Mr. 
Fielding’s preferential child. Me had 
Known Mr. Foster In a good many 
roles, but this was the first occasion 
on which he had appeared in the roel 
of a political kidnapper . 

Dr. Clark said that Chamberlain's 
preferential policy had died because 
it was an economic impossibility. It 
did not contain the germ of life and 
wag impossible of being put into 
practical execution.

The success of the British 
empire so far had been due to the 
complete autonomy possessed by its 
different parts and without this au 
tonomy there could not be any per? 
manence in future, In regard to the 
tariff, Britian’s rule is to make her 
own tariff and that is a good enough 
rule for Canada , 

Deals With Borden. 

Dr. Clark then referred to Mr. Bor- 
den’s advice that we should leave well 
enough alone. He wae a producer 
of steers and in the past year he had 


not always been able to sell them. 
He could imagine Leader Borden 
coming to his farm and = eaying: 
“What .we have we hold.” Such a 


tule was all right perhaps in the days 
of the national policy when Canada 
did not succeed in even holding what 
she had, but it would not do always, 
because growth and progress were ab- 
solutely essential to continued nation- 
al existence. 

Touching on the annexation argu- 
ment, Dr. Clark said that annexation | 
means revolution.

“If 1 had dared to say such a 
thing,” said Dr. Clark, “the kindest

We, 
on this side of the House know that 
Canadians are a class of people who 
cannot be beaten and cannot be 
bought.” 

In closing, Dr. Clark said that the 
Government would have been guilty 
of a serius crime had it refused to 
consider the proposals from Wash- 
ington which had resulted in an; 
agreement which would result in Mol 


creased prosperity and the friendship 
of Canada and the United States. 


Mr. Biain’s Speech, 


Richard Blain, (Peel), referred to 
the depression which obtained during 
the MacKenzie regime. There were 
protests to the Governmnt of the day 
to afford some redress. At that time 
the Conservative party declared for 
Protection, He thanked God that the 
Conservative party when it came 
into power at that time was strong 
enough ¢o put on statute books “the 
wold old National Policy.”

Dr. Molley’s Reply. 

Dr. Molley observed that with ex- 
ception of Mr. Haggart, of Winnipeg, 
all the members from Manitoba re- 
presented rural constituencies and 
the people in the rural districts were 
for the agreement.

American Financier Thinks it Would

New York, Feb. 22—"The subject 
of greatest interest now before the 
world at large," said Charles M.

“is the pending reciprocity agreement 
‘between the United States and Can- 
ada, Personally, I believe in reci- 
procity. There is no real boundary 
between the two countries—nothing 
but an imaginary line. And there is 
no reason why two nations so situ- 
ated should not have closer trade re. 
lations. 

“Annexation? Every sensibleman 
knows that isn't seriously considered 
by Americans, nor in my experience 
is it so considered in England.”
